She put the mop to one side, 
resignedly folded her arms, and 
waited for the water level to 
drop sufficiently so she could - 
start cleaning up, after nearby 
Nahal Daliya flooded; swamp- 
ing almost half the village. 

Normally a few meters wide, 
the rain-swollen stream 
stretched over hundreds of me- 
ters.

“F don’t like the idea of ex-

peace,” Helms told reporters in 
the Capitol following a meeting 
with Foreign Minister Shimon 
Peres. 

“The Golan Heights must re- 
main under Israel's control, but 
this is a matter for the Israeli 
government to decide, and I am 
only an American senator,” 
Helms said. 

Asked what he thinks about 
Isracli-Syrian negotiations, 
Helms said: “I am very doubtful. 
You must still convince me. I, 
and many others, have doubts.“ 
Helms also said both Israel and 
the US “must be very careful” in 
dealing with Syrian President Ha- 
fez Assad. He said Israel's cur- 
Tent peace talks are “tenuous.” 

Meanwhile. Helms was quoted 
as advocating cutting US foreign 
aid programs — including to Israel 


- and replacing them with hu- 
manitarian aid on a people-to- 
people basis. 

But he said Israel would retain 
its defense assistance, based on 
the US's strategic interest in the 
Middle East.

Arafat establishes 
courts to try 
security suspects 


PALESTINIAN Authority 
chairman Yasser Arafat has 
established “‘state security” 
courts to try cases considered 
too urgent to be tried in civil- 
ian courts, his spokesman said 
yesterday. 

The decree, signed Tues- 
day, could toughen proce- 
dures against security sus- 
pects, those attacking Israelis, 
and collaborators.

“If these steps continue and

Caller warns of 
bomb aboard ship

A PALESTINIAN terror group 
claims that a cargo ship which left 
Texas fast week for Israel contains 
a sophisticated magnetic bomb 
which will expiode in two days in 
the middie of the Atlantic.

NATO plans links with Israel 


LONDON (Reuter) - NATO is 
preparing to forge new links with 
Israel and four other North Afri- 
can and Middle Easter states, 
because of concern about rising 
Islamic fundamentalism and 
weapons proliferation. Secretary- 
General Willy Claes said 
yesterday. 

Claes said the threat from Is- 
lamic fundamentalism is one of 
the most important challenges 
facing the West after the end of 
the Cold War. 

“We should not underestimate 
the risks arising from fundamen- 
talism,”” he said in an interview 
with Britain's Independent, 

“It is our duty to organize, espe- 
cially with those countries facing 
this kind of difficulty, a dialogue.” 

Claes said he hopes decisions 
would be taken in “the coming 
days” and added that NATO 
would invite several states. on a 
case-by-case basis, to start discus- 
sions on security.

Liba’i, hotel chain deny 
he received discount

BOTH Justice Minister David Li- 
ὉΔῚ and the Moriah hotel chain 
yesterday denied he received fi- 
nancial benefits from the chain. 

Liba'i called a press conference 
fo respond to ἃ report in Ma’ariv 
charging that he and his wife paid 
less than half-price for a weekend 
in the most luxurious suite in Ei- 
lat's Moriah Piaza. 

According to Ma‘arir, the suite 
usually costs NIS 1,650 ($550) a 
night. Liba’i paid only ΝΙΝ 720 

). the price of 8 regular 


toom,. 

Liba’i said he went to Eilat on 
business last May, and decided to 
add two days of vacation. He 
showed journalists a copy of the 
fax sent by his office, asking the 
hotel to bill the ministry for the 
first night’s stay and Liba'i him- 
self for the remainder of the visit. 
He also showed a copy of the 
= slip showing he had paid far 


part. 

When he arrived at the hotel, 
Liba’l continued, he reminded 
the clerk of the arrangement, and 
stressed that he wanted to be 


charged the full price for his two 
days. He stressed this, he said, 
because he was aware there had 
been problems with Moriah in 
the past: former potice inspector- 
general Rafi Peled resigned due 
to accusations he had received 
improper perks from the chain. 

When he went to pay the bill, 
Liba’i said, he again asked 
whether he was being the 
full price, and the clerk insisted 
that he was. She pointed out that 
the first day, at the ministry's ex- 
pense, had cost NIS 600, but the 
two nights billed to him had cost 
NIS 720 apiece, because they 
were weekend nights.

it was quite hefty, and that he was 
paying more than the ministry, “I 
was convinced that I was indeed 
paying the full price.” 

He was never told, he added, 
that he was being vpgraded into 
the luxury suite, and since minis- 
ters are routinely housed in a 
bedroom witb an adjacent work- 
room, he noticed nothing unusu- 
al. 


“I want to Stress unequivocally 
that there was absolutely no talk 
of discounts, except for the fact 
that there shouldn't be any dis- 
count,” he said. ‘Therefore, it 
fever occurred to me that there 
was any kind of a problem.” 


Moriah issued a press state- 
ment yesterday supporting Li- 
ba’i’s statement and explaining 
the upgrade. 

“Minister Liba‘i paid the full 
price, without any discounts,” 
the statement said. “‘When the 
minister arrived at the hotel, it ᾿ 
was heavily occupied, and the 
next day ~ the weekend before 
Shavuot -- the hotel was full, [but] 
the suite was free. The hotel 
manager had to decide who to 
move into the suite, and he 
moved Minister Liba’i. There are 
many precedents for this. 

“It is surprising, and sad, that 
the {Ma‘ariv] journalist didn't 
bother to check the details with

the Moriah spokeswoman,” it 
concluded. 

Liba'i attacked Ma‘ariv and re- 
porter Ronel Fisher. This is the 
third time Ma’ariv has published 
a damaging and false article 
about him, he said, noting that 
Fisher once accused him of illegal 
wiretapping. then apologized for 
having printed something false. 

Another time, the paper re- 
ported that the former head of

ANKARA (Reuter) - Turkey

A Turkish military spokesman 
said the plane crashed due to a 
technical fault during a taining 
flight 

"The crash occurred 15 miles 
(24 km) southwest of Rhodes, 
while the plane was in interna- 
tionai airspace,” Colonel Dogu 
Silahciogiu said. ‘*The pilot eject- 
ed to safety and fas been res- 
cued. He is in good health."’ 

The incident reflected tradi- 
tionally-sour relations between 
the two NATO allies, frequently 
wrangling over territorial rights 


in the Acgean sea. 

Karambelas identified the pilot 
as Lieutenant Kildirim Mustafa 
and said he was ‘tin shock but 
good shape”. He had been taken 
to hospital on Rhodes, near the 
Turkish coast and close to the 
scene of the incident, Karambe- 
las said.

Chechnya’s neighbors 
fear war will spread

CHECHNYA’S increasingly nervous neighbors, al- 
teady reeling from a flood of refugees, are now 
Worried that the war itself will spill over into their 
fegions, 

Russian military commanders frequently accuse 
Ingushetia and Dagestan of harboring Chechen re- 
bels, and Russian forces passing through Ingushetia 
fired on a border village last weekend, allegedly in 
self-defense. 

In recent days, Russian helicopters have made 
slow. sweeping circles around the Ingush capital, 
Nazran, in what some fear are scouting missions for 
future clashes, 

Sergei Stepashin, head of Russia’s Federal Coun- 
terintellizence Service, did nothing to ease those 
tensions when asked about the possibility of war in 
the region just west of Chechnya. : 

“It's a difficult situation in ia,”’ he said in 
an interview in the current edition of the weekly 
Argumenty i Facty. “It’s a very serious problem.”" 

Tens of thousands of Chechens have already fled 
to Ingushetia and are now crammed into emergency 
housing or squeezed into private homes. The {ngush 
share a common language, culture and the Moslem 
faith with the Chechens, and many sympathize with 
the plight of their neighbors. 

Ingush authorities have repeatedly denied helping 
Chechen rebels, but have criticized Russia for bom- 
barding civilians. 

An adviser to Ingush President Ruslan Aushev 
said the region can only wait helplessly to see what 
Russia's military commanders decide to do next. 

“Ἢ would be easier for them to justify this big loss 
al people and equipment in Chechnya if the scope of 
the war is larger than one republic,”’ said Azamat 


Nalgiyev. “They've already prepared for this justifi- 
cation by telling the world that many Chechen fight- 
ers are in Ingushetia, resisting the Russians, which is 
not true.”” 

The true toll of dead and wounded in Chechnya 
May never be known, but estimates now suggest 
thousands of casualties in just two months of 
fighting. 

‘The vast majority are civilians killed in relentless 
Rossian artillery bombardments, in often indiscrimi- 
nate missile strikes and bombings, or in the crossfire 
hetween government troops and Chechen guerrillas. 

A Russian lawmaker said Tuesday that a group 
led by the nation’s human rights commissioner has 
compiled a list of 25,000 civifians killed so far in 
Grozny, the devastated Chechen capital. 

The Interfax news agency also said military 
sources had now raised their casualty estimates 
among the Russian forces in Chechnya to 1,200 
dead, with an additional 150 missing and 3,400 
wounded. 

Lawmaker Yuli Rybakov said the human rights 
group had compiled its fist of names and addresses 
through refugees who have fled the fighting. His 
comments were reported by Interfax and the [TAR- 
Tass news agencies. 

Russian government officials have rejected simi- 
lar casualty estimates. 

In Grozny, Russian authorities turned over the 
bodies of 44 Chechen fighters and civilians killed in 
recent fighting. The bodies were released to Che- 
chen rebels im exchange for three Russian officers 
being held prisoner, the TTAR-Tass news agency 
teported yesterday. Thirty-six more Chechen bodies 
were to be released later yesterday,

TRIPARTITE European delegation 
headed by France’s Foreign Minister 
ain Juppe is in Israel to bully the 
government. [t wants Israel to lift the closure on 
the territories, which the European governments 
view not as ἃ measure against terrorism but as 
collective punishment. It wants Israel to stop 
building Jewish homes in Judea and Samaria, 
and particularly in the Jerusalem area, because 
it sces this building activity, rather than Pales- 
linian terrorism, as the main obstacle to peace. 
And it wants a “larger role’* for Europe in the 
peace process -- a euphemism for the accelera- 
tion of Israeli withdrawal to the 1949 armistice 
lines and the relinquishment of the eastern part 
of Jerusalem. 

it would be easier to listen to the Europeans 
had they come to the region with clean hands. 
But Israelis cannot forget that it was mostly 
European weaponry, financing, technical assis- 
tance, and diplomatic support that made it pos- 
sible for Saddam Hussein to invade Kuwait and 
bomb Israel with Scuds. It is the Europeans who 
— with Russia, North Korea, and China — are 
turning Iran into a nuclear threat and helping 
Libya, Egypt, and Syria become major chemi- 
cal-warfare powers, And it is their recent lifting 
of the urms embargo against Syria that enabled 
Syrian dictator Hafez Assad to ignore American 
warnings against sponsoring Hizbullah, Hamas, 
and Islamic Jihad. 

To add insult to these grave injuries, the 
delegation is defying a request by its host not to 
visit Orient House in Jerusalem. which the 
Palestinian Authority has turned into its foreign 
ministry. Only countries with an odious colo- 
nialist tradition can treat a sovereign state as if it 
were a banana republic whose official requests 
can be safely and contemptuously disregarded. 
Clearly, πὸ equivalent conduct by Israel would 
have been tolerated. An Israeli foreign minister 
who as much as contemplated meeting with the 
Basque leadership in Madrid, for example, 
would be unceremoniously thrown out of Spain. 

Unfortunately, the goverament’s own spine- 
lessness must share the blame for this insult to 
\sracli sovereignty. None of the European gov- 
emments would ha:e allowed an equivalent of 
the Orient House to be established in their 
capitals. That it continues to be there, despite 
the flagrant violation of the Oslo agreement its 
yery presence constitutes, is not the fault of the 
visiting officials. 

Nor can the Europeans be blamed for treating 
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Israeli warnings and official requests with less 
than complete respect. Not long ago Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said that if Orient 
House became a PLO foreign ministry, the Oslo 
agreement would be canceled. Such hollow 
threats do not enhance Israel's credibility. 

The government has had three choices in this 
instance. It could have called off the visit unless 
the delegation canceled its meeting at Orient 
House. Or it could have allowed the visit but 
refused to see the Europeans if they insisted on 
including Orient House in their itinerary. Or it 
could have done precisely what the new legisla- 
tion enables it to do: close down Orient House 
for violating the agreement not to serve as an 
official government agency of the Palestinian 
Authority. 

Instead, it ignobly chose to ignore the Euro- 
pean rejection of its appeal and behave as if it 
never happened. Its decision is to play down the 
whole affair, in return for a European promise 
to keep the visit ‘‘low profile.’’ The price of this 
compromise is further erosion of Israel’s posi- 
tion in Jerusalem. 

There are members of the government, led by 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres, who believe 
this kind of placation will beget not only Euro- 
pean friendship but economic benefits. Typical 
of this approach is the complaint by Industry - 
and Trade Minister Micha Harish and Agricul- 
tural Minister Ya’acov Tsur about Europe’s 
poor terms for the proposed EU-Israel free trade 
agreement. Feeling that the terms are so bad that 
they cannot support them, both ministers plain- 
tively charge that the Europeans are not display- 
ing the kind of goodwill Israel had a right to 
expect after ‘taking risks for peace with its 
Arab neighbors.”’ 

This expectation of reward for “good behav- 
jor’’ betrays the type of naivete of which nation- 
al tragedies are made. Israel is an extraordinary 
customer of European goods. The EU, Israel’s 
lar; trading partner, enjoys a $7.4 billion 
trade surplus with Israel, far surpassing any- 
thing it has with the other 11 non-European 
Mediterranean nations. 

With Far Eastern trade now a viable alterna- 
tive, Israel should be courted, not treated with 
contempt. If the Europeans feel that they can 
dictate terms, it is only because they sense that 
the government radiates weakness and inconsis- 
tency. Such feelings can only be magnified by 
the license they have received to promote the 
division of Jerusalem at Orient House.

The dream has become reality in Den- 
mark, appropriately the homeland of fairy- 
tale writer Hans Christian Andersen. At 
the end of 1994, almost 80,000 Danes were 
enjoying a new leave-from-work program 
designed to promote job-sharing and cut 
unemployment. 

Prime Minister Poul Nyrup Rasmussen, 
a pragmatic Social Democrat who intro- 
duced the scheme. often talks of ἃ future 
society where people can tailor their lives, 
mixing work, education and parental du- 

‘Hes according to personal needs. 

The one-year-old program -- giving the 
right to 12 months of educational, parental 
or sabbatical leave - seems to make sense 
from an economic, haman and political 
paint of view. 

In theory, each worker taking leave 
from the program should be replaced by an 
unemployed person. The state pays the 
leave-taker between 70 percent and 100 
percent of the Danish maximum unem- 
ployment benefit allowance of about $350 
a week before taxes. The substinite gets 
teal wages and valuable experience. 

The swap should not cost the state any 
money, the jeave-takers are happy and 
unemployment figures fal) because those 
on leave are not considered jobless. 


TOO GOOD to be true? Yes, unfortu- 
nately, say critics. The center-right opposi- 
tion and employers say the program is 
already causing bottlenecks in the labor 
market, which create wage and 
threaten to fuel inflation. It could also end 
up costing the state money, they say. 

“Educational Jeave is good because it 
raises the skills of the workforce, which 
should secure competitiveness and create 
jobs in the long run,” said Klaus Rasmo- 
sen, an economist with the Confederation 
of Danish ladustries. 

“But parental leave and sabbaticals 
should be scrapped at once, because they 
only reduce the workforce and have nega- 
tive side effects,” he said. 

One problem is that many leave-takers, 


being replaced. Flemming Frandsea. a La- 
bor Market Board spokesman, said em- 
ployers appeared to have replaced little 
more than half of the leave-takers. Econo- 
mists estimate this means extra costs for 
the state of 21 million crowns (53.5 mil- 
lion) for every 1.000 people on leave. 


THE scheme has -- not surprisingly ~ 
proved highly popular among the work- 
force. The government expected about 
20,000 leave-takers in 1994. The Labor 
Market Board approved 80,798 applica- 
tions for parental.Jeave, mainly from wom- 
en in the public sector. Some 47,000 peo- 
ple opted for education leave and about 


Theoretically, under the Danes’ Jeave-from-work 
time to roll aroand in the grass and get paid for it. 


The schemes are expected to be at least 
as popular this year. Meanwhile, imagina- 
tive unions have used the leave proprams 
to prevent redundancies and increase em- 
ployment. Bus drivers. office workers, 
rubbish collectors and others have intro- 
duced rotations under which, for example, 
30 warkers share 24 jobs. 

Each worker gets every fourth week off 
— in addition to their five or six weeks of 
paid holiday a year ~ with most of the 
income loss covered by the sabbatical 
feave program. 

Faced with the demand for leave-taking 
and increasingly aware of the economic 
risks it could carry, Rasmussen is cutting

“There is an outrage at this 
mad, mindless drinking, which by 
definition means victims, and ar 
astonishment that people can't 
see what they're doing, not just 
to themselves but to those vic- 
tims,” Duff says. 

He bridles at the suggestion 
that a story with such a specific 
New Zealand setting may not 
“travel.” 

“Its appeal has always been 
taverns: aul 1 knew it and 1 


predicted it,” Duff said in an in- 
terview at his home ia the afflu- 
ent middle-class town of Have- 
lock North. 

“That could have been set in

the middle of Glasgow and a 
mother worrying about, ‘What 
the hell's happening to oy kids?

Duff doesn’t smile much. His 
broad, open face furrows into a 
frown: as he savages critics and 
directs his withering scorn at pet- 
tiness and small-mindedoess in 
whatever form.

“bleat™ about historical injustices 
suffered at the bands of white 
Europeans.

Maori: The Crisis and the Chal- 
lenge, Duff has had enough. 

“Quite frankly, I'm sick of 
it.... The country’s sick of the 
Maoti issues, and so am 1." says 
the man whom some Maoris have 
branded an apologist for whites. 

He aims to finish a new book, 
which is “absolutely not a Maori 
novel.” by January. and has just 
finished the script for a film, 
Mates, about a controversial eu- 
thanasia case. 

He makes no secret of his satis- 
faction at seeing his name on the 
best-seller lists. and his craving 
for wider fame. 


“I'm not some minos petty lit- 
tle heing that fills scrapbooks 
with my achievements.... In the 
same breath, I've always wanted 
intemational recognition, howev- 
eritcame.

Labor court 
fails to halt 
sale of ICL 


AMIR ROZENBLIT 


A REQUEST by the Histadrut 
and the roof organization of the 
Israel Chemicals unions for a re- 
straining order forbidding the 
sale of a controlling interest in the 
firm to industrialist Shou! Eisen- 
berg was rejected by the Beershe- 
ba Labor Conrt yesterday. 


The appellants argued that the 
sale would severely damage the 
interests of the workers and that 
ICL’s management and the Gov- 
ernment Companies Authority 

. had violated their commitment to 
negotiate with the workers before 
authorizing the sale. 


Several ICL managers, as well 
as those of many of its daughter 
companies, and authority head 
Yossi Nitzani testified at the hear- 
ing before Labor Court President 
Baruch Azulal. 


Azulai said the ‘‘golden 
shares” in ICL which the govern- 
ment will retain would suffice to 
protect the workers after the com- 
pany’s privatization. 

“There is a basis to the conten- 
tion that the agreement of sale 
contains no real apparatus to pro- 
tect the workers’ rights or the in- 
terests of the government or of the 
workers in regard to ensuring 
places of employment or job secu- 
rity, and that there is no appara- 
tus in the agreement that allows 
the state to influence the buyer in 
regard to workers’ rights,” Azu- 
fai said. 

Nonetheless, he said, the fail- 
ures of ICL and the anthority in 
this regard had not reached the 
point of injustice nor violated a 
contract. 

Thus, he denied the request for 
an injunction.

TSOMET leader Rafael Eitan 
yesterday announced plans to run 
for prime minister in 1996. but 
said he would withdraw if the na- 
tionalist camp decided jointly to 
support another candidate. 

Ata Knesset news conference, 
Eitan presented his platform in 
which he called for the annex- 
ation of the Jordan Valley and 
the southern Hebron hills “first” 
as an answer to the Gaza/Jericho 
First agreement. 

“If we accept the Jordan River 
as our security boundary, the 
area between the Gilboa and 
Arad will be our security belt.” 
he said. 

He said his plan could be ex- 
panded after negotiations. Eitan 
produced a map marking his 
planned “security belt.” chosen 
because it is not densely populat- 
ed by Arabs, he said. “We need 
to determine their status.” he 
said without elaborating. 

Eitan said he prefers the cur- 
rent status quo to the transfer of 
territory, adding that even coun- 
tries which have signed peace 
treaties with Israel could become 
enemies if their regimes fell. 

Regarding elections, Eitan said 
he is joining a call by the National 
Religious Party for early ballot- 
ing and that the NRP supports his 
candidacy. However. NRP MKs 
denied they would throw its 
weight behind Eitan. and the par- 
ty later issued ἃ statement saying 
the nationalist camp should unite 
behind one candidate. 

During the news conference. 
Eitan mostly focused on the need 
to combat terror. Eitan con- 
demned those who say there is 10 
way to fight suicide terrorists. “It 
can be combatted and there is no 
need to just raise our arms [in 
defeat]. Alf that is needed is in- 
telligence and initiative. but you 
must have both of these ele- 
ments, not just one or the other.” 

Eitan said fighting terror does 
not necessarily require a great 
deal of force. citing the bombing 
of PLO headquarters in Tunisia. 
He said he does not rule out ac- 
tion in Syria against Islamic Jihad 
leader Fathi Shikaki or action in 


Gaza, 

“We should not be deterred 
from collective punishment. in- 
cluding deportation; it’s preferu- 
ble to shooting,” he said. Eitan 
said fathers should be held re- 
sponsible for their stonethrowing 
children and a village mukhtar 
should be made to pay for dam- 
age to IDF property.
